— A  dispatch  to  the 
Havas  Agency  from  Athens  says: 

"TelCRrams  from  Balonlca  to  Tba 
Hestia  ssy  the  llulgarians  are  actively 
reinforcing  their  troops  operating  In 
the  region  of  Veles  and  Uskup.  Five 
divisions  of  Bulgarians  are  reported  to 
be  In  the  region  of  the  Babuna  Pass 
and  Xrlvolak,  with  the  object  of  op- 
posing the  advance  of  the  French 
troops  before  Cerna  and  forcing  the 
heifhtB  of  Babuna  that  defend  the 
route  from   I'rllepe   to  Monastlr. 

"On  the  Cerna  front  the  Bulgarians, 
though  twice  repulsed,  are  renewing 
their  attacks.  The  defile  of  Babuna  is 
■till  firmly  ncld  by  the  Serbians. 

"Dispatches  from  Bofla  report  that 
the  Bulgarians  are  pushing  repairs  to 
the  railroad  running  from  Nlsh  to 
Bofla.  It  is  declared  that  trains  will 
'  be  running  over  the  lino  in  a  few 
days."

SALONICA.  Xov.  15.— General  Sar- 
rall,  commander-in-chief  of  ^je  French 
army  In  the  Balkans,  in  announcing 
the  result  of  a  36-hour  battle  on  the 
(!erna  Tllver  !n  Southern  Serbia,  de- 
clares that  30,000  Bulgarians  were  re- 
pulsed along  the  whole  line  with  very 
heavy  casualties.  Not  one  French  gun 
wan    lost. 

The  Aiistro-Oerman  effort  to  envelop 
the  Kerlilun  army  In  the  north  It  is 
nisu  announced,  has  failed,  and  tlie 
Hcrbians'  counler-olTensive  is  progress- 
ing siioeessfully. 

LONDON.  Nov.  17.— A  dls|>atch  re- 
reived  here  says  that  the  Serbians 
have  been  compelled  to  retreat  from 
the  Babuna  pass,  owing  to  the  danger 
of  their  position  b«lng  turned.  The 
dispatch  adds-  that  the  Bulgarians 
have  captured  Krushevo  and  are  now 
clx   miles  east  of  Prilepe. 

CETTINJE,  Nov.  H.  via  Paris,  Nov. 
16. — An  ofllcial  communication  Issued  by 
the  Montenegro  army  headauarters  to- 
day,  says: 

"The  Austrian  attacks  against  our 
Sanjak  army  was  redoubled  in  viol- 
ence all  way  on  the  Hth.  We  suc- 
ceeded, nevertlicless.  In  maintaining  our 
positions  and  Inlllctlng  tremendous 
losses  upon  the  enemy.  We  have  re- 
pulsed .\ustrlan  attacks  uiton  Nouchldo 
and  Tiuiflav.

While  ftie  Intentions  of  KlnK 
Constantine  and  the  Oovernment  with 
respect  to  the  Balkan  situation  have 
not  been  deflncd,  rumors  have  been 
current  that  ti.e  Entente  .Miles'  troops 
may  be  re<i°>ieated  tu  quit  Clreek  soil.

Lord  St,  Davids  Asserts  That 
It  Is  Too  Large  and  Does 
Not  Work  Efficiently— Criti- 
cisms Are  Answered. 


LONDON,  Nov.  16.— Chargea  of  In- 
competency and  neglect  of  their  work 
were  brought  against  the  British  staff 
In  France  by  Baron  St,  Davids,  In  the 
House  of  Lords  this  evening,  when  ho 
asked  the  Oovernment  If  its  attention 
liad  been  called  to  the  report  alleging 
that  during  the  recent  fighting  there 
had  been  many  complaints  as  to  the 
failures   of   the   Staff's  working. 

Lord  St.  Davida  stated  that  men  had 
been  added  to  the  ataff  for  no  military 
reasons,  who  ought  to  be  in  the 
trenches,  and  that  he  had  been  Informed 
that  the  Britfsh  head<iuarters  staff  was 
six  times  as  large  as  that  of  Oeneral 
Joffre.  the  commander-in-chief.  It  had 
been  stated,  he  Continued,  that  women 
visited  headquarters  in  France,  and  he 
asked  whether  the  Government  defend- 
ed  their  presence  there. 

The  people  were  sending  their  sons 
out  to  fight  imder  the  direction  of  men 
who,  he  declared,  were  living  at  head- 
quarters In  vast  numbers,  and  could 
not  get  early  to  their  offices  because 
they  were  up  late   playing  bridge. 

"it  Is  about  time."  said  Lord  St. 
Davids,  "that  tbe  men  were  gl^cn  a 
lair  chance.  More  than  once  the  troops 
have  broken  the  German  lines,  but  ow- 
ing to  bad  staff  work,  the  whole  thing 
ft-ll  through.  Many  lives  have  been 
sacrificed  owing  to  the  muddling  In 
high   places." 

The  Marquis  of  Crewe  replied  that 
the  allegations  that  success  at  Loosha<i 
been  missed  owing  to  the  failure  to 
bring  up  reserves  at  the  right  time  was 
the  subject  of  an  Inquiry  between  the 
highest  authorities  that  could  be  in- 
voked. 

Baron  Newton,  who  said  he  was  un- 
able to  disclose  the  number  ol  the  Brit- 
ish staff,  defended  It,  as  did  also  Vin- 
count  Haldane,  the  former  Secretary  for 
War. 

Lord  Haldane  declared  that  Lord  St. 
Davids  had  launched  his  attack  without 
adequate  information.  "It  is  true."  ho 
aald,  "that  the  country  has  suffered 
owing  to  the  want  of  aJi  organised  gen- 
eral staff.  Neverthelesn.  there  has  been 
evolved  a  general  staff  of  the  highest 
order.  To  say  that  the  work  of  thn 
staff  is  a  failure  is  to  say  something 
that  Is  very  far  from  the  truth.  As  for 
Field  Marshal  French,  he  Is  up  at  • 
o'clock    in   the  morning." 

The  Marquis  of  Crewe  said  that  from 
his  knowledge  of  Field  Marshal  French, 
he  believed  it  exceedingly  unlikely  that 
he  would  submit  to  having  persons 
forced  upon  his  personal  staff.  Lord 
Crewe  had  no  hesitation  In  saying  that 
unless  women  had  business  at  head- 
quarters,  they  ought  not  to  be  there.

VESSEL  MIGHT 

HAVE  BEEN  ARMED 


Austrian  Government  As- 
sumes That  United  States 
Will  Take  No  Action  on 
[ing  of  Its  Citizens. 


VIENNA,  via  Berlin,  by  wireless  to 
Sayvllle.  N.Y..  Nov.  10. — The  full  report 
of  the  commander  of  the  submarine 
which  recently  sank  the  Italian  liner 
Ani-ona  in  the  Mediterranean  has  not 
been  received,  but  the  report  qn  which 
the  statement  sent  out  Sunday  by  the 
Austro-Hungarlfln  Admiralty  was  based, 
showed,  according  to  authoritative  offi- 
cials, that  the  loss  of  a  single  life  was 
unnecessary.       It     Is     alleged     that     the 


orew  of  the  Ancona  wore  panic-atrleken 
from  the  beginning,  and  actually  lower- 
ed lifeboats  while  the  ship  waa  moving 
14  miles  ank  hoar.  These  boats  natural- 
ly were  swamped,  but  It  Is  asserted  that 
there  were  still  enough  lifeboats  to  save 
everybody. 

Furthermore,  the  charge  is  made  that 
the  members  of  the  crew  pre-empted  the 
boats  and  rowed  far  from  tha  steamer, 
the  captain  of  which  had  been  allowed 
almost  ninety  minutes  for  the  safe  re- 
moval  of    those  aboard. 

An  Austrian  ofllclul  remarked  Inci- 
dentally that  the  same  panic-stricken 
conduct  was  reported  in  the  case  of  tlie 
Italian  crew  of  the  liner  Flrenze,  which 
was    sunk   after    the   Ancona. 

It  is  annonnoed  that  the  Government 
has  In  its  possession  the  original  In- 
structions to  all  Italian  shipmasters 
to  attempt  to  ram  a  submarine  or  es- 
cape, depending  on  the  relative  posi- 
tions  at   the   time  of  an  attack, 

it  is  pointed  out  in  official  quarters 
here  that  the  commander  of  .  the  sub- 
marine which  sank  the  Ancona  had  no 
means  of  knowing  whether  the  steamer 
was  a  peaceful  outward  bound  passen- 
ger steamer  or  a  transport,  and  It  Is 
decided  that  he  was  even  Justified  In 
suspecting  her  of  being  a  warship,  as 
she  Is  listed  in  the  InternatloiMl  naval 
register  as  an  auxiliary  cruiser  with  a 
provisional  armament  of  12  centimetre 
guns.  ^ 

"In  any  event,"  said  the  Informant  of 
the  Associated  Press,  "the  submarine 
commander  did  his  duty  In  challenging, 
and  when  the  ship  started  in  flight  he 
had  tio  alternative  but  tu  open  fire. 
Whether  the  submarine  would  have 
hulled  th«  Ancona  If  It  were  known 
that  she  was  a  passenger  ship  bound 
for    .Xmerlca    .'s    an    academic    question." 

Government  circles  expect  that  no 
action  will  be  taken  by  the  FnHed 
States.

WASHINGTON.  Nov.  16— Hussein 
Bey,  charge  of  the  Turkish  Kmbassy,  to- 
day transmitted  to  Secretary  Lai.slng 
for  the  Ottoman  Government  a  protest 
against  the  alleged  action  of  Russian 
and  British  troops  In  arresting  Turkish 
consuls  in  Persia  and  taking  over  the 
consulates. 

The  communication  described  the  acta 
as  "violations  of  the  elementary  prin- 
ciples of  international  law,  resorted  to 
by  the  adversaries  of  Turkey  against 
the  Ottoman  agents  In  the  territory  of 
a  neutral  state." 

One  dispatch  from  Constantinople 
clteJ  In  the  communication  told  of  an 
arrest  by  Itusnian  authorities  of  Tevik 
Bey,  acting  Turkish  consul  at  Itcsht, 
Persia,  his  transfer  to  Russia  and  tlie 
clearing  out  of  his  consulate,  including 
the  taking  uway  of  the  arcliives.  the 
coat  of  arms  and  the  Turkish  flag.

Premier  Asquith  Expresses

LOVDON.-ICWVne.— Mr.  Asiuith  is 
still  hopeful  that  the  voluntary  system 
of  recultlng  In  the  United  Kingdom 
will  succeed.  He  stated  In  the  House 
of  Commons  today  It  was  hi«  hope  and 
belief  that  coercive  measures  would 
not  have  to  be  resorted  to. 

The  Premier  said  he  was  confident 
that  the  appeal  to  the  sense  of  patriotic 
duty  now  being  no  energetically  pressed 
by  Lord  Derby's  committee  would  elicit 
on  adequate  response  from  all  classes, 
particularly  the  young  unmarried  m<»n 
of  the  country.  H"  added  that  enlist- 
ments  were   Increasing. 

Mr.  Asquith.  to  quiet  the  fears  of  the 
anti-conscriptionlsts,  reiterated  that  no 
decision  regarding  compulsory  enllat- 
mont  would  be  taken  without  the  consent 
of  Parliament. 

Mr.  .Tames  Henry  Thomas,  asslitant 
general  solirltor  for  tbe  Amalgamated 
Society  of  Hallway  Servants,  and  la- 
bor member  for  Derby,  complained  that 
the  I'larl  of  tJerby'a  circular  conveyed 
the  Impression  that  conscription  would 
be  enforced  after  November  36.  That, 
he  decUred,  would  t>e  a  violation  of  the 
agreement  aith  the  lalior  party.  He 
did  not  believe  that  the  Oovernment 
would  1)0  able  -to  force  a  conscription 
bill  thrhugh  the  House  of  Commons, 
nor  did  he  believe  that  the  voluntary 
scheme   of   enlistment    had    failed. 

Mr.  Andrew  Ronar  I^aw.  Minister  for 
the  Colonies,  said  that'  while  it  the 
outset  of  the  war  he  believed  con- 
srriptidtt  to  be  the  t>est  scheme,  he 
reallxed  that  recourse  to  It  now  might 
cost  too  much,  since  It  would  divide 
the  nation.  The  whott  question  de- 
pended upon  whether  under  the  volun- 
tary system  all  the  men  necessary  to 
win  the  war  could  be  obtained.  f1« 
contended  that  they  could  If  the  vol- 
untary aeltome'  waa  given  a  fair 
chanco. 

Mr.  Bonar  I.aw  scouted  the  idea  that 
Lord  Derby  Intended  to  suggest  that  If 
every  eligtbla  unmarried  man  did  not 
enlist  those  who  atayed  babind  would 
be  compelled  to  Jala  tha  armjr  before 
the  married  men  wara  called  oa.  What 
lx)rd  Derby  meant  was  that  if  there

LONDON.  Nov.  16.— With  tlie  increas- 
ing gravity,  from  the  Allies'  viewpoint, 
of  the  military  situation  Irt  Serbia,  the 
attitude  of  Greece  toward  the  armies  of 
the  Kntente  Powers  has  become  a  matter 
of  deepest  concern,  and  an  effort  Is  beln^ 
made  to  induce  the  Oreek  Oovernment  to 
define  Its  intentions.  . 

It  is  said  that  the  presence  at  Saionica 
of  a  large  number  of  French  and  British 
warships  with  transports  haa  made  some 
impression  on  King  Constantine  and  his 
advisers.  But,  with  ao  much  at  stake, 
nothing  short  of  a  positive  guarantee  of 
the  safety  of  the  French.  British  and  Ser- 
bian troops,  should  they  be  forced  to  re- 
tire Into  Greece,  will  satisfy  London  and 
Paris,  whose  ministers  are  being  strong- 
ly supported  by  the  Russian  and  Italian 
representatives. 

The  presence  of  Lord  Kitchener  In  the 
Aegean  and  of  Denys  Cochin,  a  member 
of  the  French  Cabinet,  at  Athens.  It  is 
hoped  here,  will  help  to  clear  up  a  very 
complicated  situation.  The  time,  how- 
ever. Is  shoVt.  for  the  Bulgarians  have 
been  strongly  reinforced  both  in  Central 
and  Southern  Serbia,  and  besides  at- 
tempting a  flanking  movement  against 
the  Serbians  at  Babuna  Pass,  thereby 
threatening  Prilepe  and  Monastlr,  are 
opposlni;  formidable  forces  to  the  French 
at  Oradisko.  and  along  the  left  bank  of 
the  Cerna. 

Thus  far  the  Serbians  are  hoUling  the 
Babuna  Pas.s  and  the  French  their  orig- 
inal positions,  but  the  pressure  Is  neces- 
sarily being  felt  by  troops  who  have 
been  fighting  for  days  without  cessation. 

In  the  north  the  .\ustro-Gernians,  who 
have  Joined  hands  with  the  Bulgarians 
west  of  Nlsh,  are  moving  slowly  and 
steadily,  but  doubtless  cautiously,  ow- 
ing to  the  presence  of  the  unbeaten 
Montenegrins,  with  perhaps  other  sup- 
port, harassing  them  in  the  west. 

A  dispatch  received  tonight  from  Viert- 
na  by  way  of  Zurich  says  that  British 
and  Italian  troops  are  endeavoring  to 
reach  the  battlefield  where  the  Serbians 
ae  awaiting  them.  The  Near  East  will 
be  watched  with  considerable  anxiety 
for  the  next    few   days.  ^ 

On  the  other  fronts  there  is  nothing 
new  to  report.  Both  the  Berlin  and 
Petrograd  statements  -report  quiet  gen- 
erally. On  the  Styr  River,  however,  the 
Russians  are  still  fighting  for  the  river 
cros^ings. 

In  the  West  the  weather  Is  wintry, 
and  there  has  been  only  artillery  and 
mining  activity.  The  ground  has  hard- 
ened, however,  and  attacks  which  could 
not  be  attempted  In  the  mud  might  soon 
be  possible.

"We  have  como  here  today  to  honor 
the  memory  of  one  who  brought  great 
honor  not  only  to  .Vova  Sella  and  {he 
Dominion  of  Canada,  but  to  the  British 
Kmplre.  Sir  Charles  wan  more  than  a 
Nova  Scotlan,  although  In  his  eyes  to 
be  a  Nova  Scotlan  was  a  distinction  in 
Itself.  He  was  a  Canadian  of  the  truest 
type,  who  saw  something  more  In  Can- 
nda  than  vast  physical  extenC.  He  was 
an  Imperialist  whose  pulse  beat  with 
the  throb  that  camo  from  the  life  of 
the   Empire." 

The  archbishop  rrferrcd  to  Sir 
diaries'  ambition  to  link  the  Provinces 
together,  to  Improve  trade,  an  ambition 
which  had  found  expression  In  his  la- 
bors on  behalf  of  Confederation,  the 
Intercolonial  Railway,  and  in  the  Can- 
adian Pacific  Railway  and  in  the  Wel- 
land   and   St.    I.<awrence  canals,

SEATTLE,    Nov.    1«.— Thlrty-oBc    men 
were    killed    today    by    an    explosion    of 
coai  duat  in  the  Northwestern  Improve- 
ment   Company's   coal    mine  at  Ravens- 
dale,    thirty-two      miles      southeast     of 
I  Seattle.     There  la  little  hope  of  recover- 
,  ing    the    twenty-eight    bodies    remaining 
j  in  the  mine  before  tomorrow. 
I       The  bodies  of  six  men   have  been  re- 
covered   and    three    Injured      have    been 
brought   safely   to  the     surface,      where 
they  were  resuscitated     by  the     use     of 
pulmotors. 

The  body  of  P.  J.  Kane,  foreman  of 
the  third  level.  1.600  feet  below  the 
surfaqe,  where  the  explosion  occurred, 
wa«  found  sealed  in  the  chair  before 
hill  Oesk  within  the  entrance  to  the 
third  leveL  The  rescurers  were  able  to 
identify  Kane,  but  for  almost  an  hour 
were  unable  to  reach  bis  body.  Shortly 
before  midnight,  however,  they  suc- 
ceeded In  recovering  Kane's  body,  as 
Well  as  the  bodies  of  C.  B.  Davis  and 
M.  Pennelkl.  which  were  taken  to  the 
surface. 

Trained  rescue  men  rushed  to  the 
mine  from  Seattle  and  from  Roslyn  and 
Cle  Elum  wero  able  by  wearing '^xy sen 
helmeti'.  to  penetrate  far  enough  Into 
the  mine  to  see  the  bodies  of  the  en- 
tombed men  lying  in  the  mine,  but 
could  not  set  to  them  because  of  tha 
wreckage. 

It  ie  certain,  a  mine  offlolal  said, 
that  all  arc  dead.  All  but  seven  of  the 
men  in  the  mine  when  the  explosion  oc- 
curred   were    married mfl had Utga.

WINNIPEG.  Nov.  18.— After  aluniber- 
Ing  8ome  weekH,  In  which  extradition 
proccedlngH  have  been  HtHrtc^l  ut  Chi- 
cago agalnut  Thomas  Kelly,  the  con- 
tractor, the  Parliament  BulIdlngA 
Mcundal  brokn  Into  the  limellglit  again 
this  afternoon  when  an  evcnlns  paper 
published  what  it  claimed  as  authorita- 
tive Information  that  the  Manitoba 
Government  had  agreed  to  accept  a 
sum  approaching  11,000,000  an  restitu- 
tion from  Mr.  Kelly  in  settlement  of 
the  pending  civil  action,  but  that  the 
criminal  action   would  still  proceed. 

To  some  extent  confirmation  of  this 
was  afforded  by  inquiries  through 
seml-offlcial  channels.  Kelly  has  nmdo 
an  offer,  but  It  would  not  be  more  than 
1700.000  or  1800,000.

Large  Number  of  Wounded  Ar- 
rive at  Quebec  Under  Sur- 
gical Care — One  Who  Re- 
ceived 60  Shrapnel  Wounds 


QVEBKC.  Nov.  II.— When  the  C.  P.  B. 
Uner  Metagama  arrived  Sunday  ahe  had 
as  paaaensera  the  largeat  number  of 
wounded  or  otherwise  dlaabled  Cana- 
dlana  who  have  returned  at  one  time 
•ince  the  outbreak  of  the  war.  Nearly 
•00  aoldlera  of  reslments  recrutted  from 
Halifax  to  Vancouver  will  \>ccupy  cots 
In  the  vast  Immlsratlon  sheds  fof  a 
day  or  two.  Of  tbene  many  souBht  their 
quarters  last  ni(ht.  not  a  few  flndlnff 
walking  a  difficulty.  Many  of  the 
slightly  wounded  are  happy  and  good- 
humored.  When  the  correspondent  vis- 
ited the  shed  be  found  a  brawny  High- 
lander from  a  Vancouver  Iwttalion  ex- 
hibiting some  of  the  effecta  uf  shrapnel. 

"LK>rd,  man,  but  they  made  a  alcve 
of  you,  didn't  they?"  said  one  of  the 
small  crowd  which  had  gathered. 

"Well,  they  did  their  best,"  he  re- 
plied. "I've  had  32  plecea  taken  out  of 
me,  and  there  are  28  more  to  come  out 
yeL  But  that  la  no  record.  There  was 
a  soldier  In  one  of  the  regiments  of  the 
French-  army  whose  total  wounds  when 
ho  went  into  a  Paris  hoapiUl  for  the 
last  time  had  totalled  230,  big  and  little. 
But  It'a  funny  how  (<omc  of  us  get  cut  up 
and  never  get  near  to  death,  while  oth- 
ers get  laid  out  by  the  first  stray  bul- 
let, perhaps  before  they  get  Into  the 
trenches.  I  knew  one  youngHter  who 
got  a  piece  of  shell  coming  down  from 
one  of  our  own  gtins  flring  at  a  Ger- 
man aeroplane  before  lie  had  neen  any 
real  fighting." 

A  Montreal  member  of  the  14th  Bat- 
talion,   Invalided    home    with    rheumatic 


fever  contracted  at   ^pres,   took  up  the 
tale. 

"That  Is  the  great  trouble  when  an 
attempt  Ig  made  to  get  at  the  beggars 
when  they  made  those  raids  on  l,on- 
don,"  he  said.  "It's  all  very  welt  to 
put  guns  and  try  to  get  the  raiders,  but 
It  really  seems  making  bad  worse  to 
use  them  in  densely  populated  sections. 
%V'hat  goes  up  has  to  come  down.  I  was 
in  I,ondon  during  the  last  raid,  and  I 
want  to  tell  you  it  was  no  fun.  The 
most  startling  thing,  much  more  start- 
ling than  the  sound  of  the  first  bomb, 
wras  the  sudden  and  total  extinction  of 
all  lights.  One  section  of  the  city  suf- 
fered badly  on  that  occasion,  one  bomb 
partially  de^lroying  the  electric  light 
station  there.  We  were  told  that  two 
spies  were  caught  signalling  to  the  Zep- 
pelins from  a  hotel  near  the  Holborn 
viaduct,  one  of  whom  was  shot  In  the 
Tower,  the  other,  after  trial,  being  sen- 
tenced to  a  term  of  Imprisonment  of 
fifteen  years." 

A  young  Toronto  boy,  who  is  spoken 
of  by  his  comradea  as  the  "miracle  sol- 
dier," Is  Vte.  Wilson,  of  the  14 th  Bat- 
talion. He  has  receives  the  name  for 
the  reason  that,  according  to  the  testi- 
mony of  the  doctors,  he  was  shot  in  the 
heart  and  still  lives,  ffe  is  recognized 
as  being  in  a  .ferious,  if  not  In  a  pre- 
carious, condition,  is  under  constant 
medical  supervision  and  is  not  permit- 
ted   to    undergo    any    unusual    exertion. 

Sgt.  V.  8a1vaneschi,  a  Toronto  boy  of 
the  3rd  Battalion,  thinks  he  la  the 
original  lucky-«nan.  On  June  15,  at  Gi- 
venchy,  a  German  Jack  Johnson  burnt 
In  the  communication  trench  in  which 
there  were  13  men  and  the  sergeant.  All 
were  buried  in  the  avalanche  of  earth. 
When  they  were  dug  out,  all  were  dead 
with  the  exception  of  Sgt.  Salvaneschl. 
He  was  unconscious,  hut  had  received 
only  two  small  scratches  on  the  fore- 
head. He  was  able  to  go  »>ack  Into  the 
fight,  but  at  ArmentiercB  his  nervous 
system  broke  down.  When  he  first 
reached  the  hospital  it  was  feared  he 
would  lose  hls-reason.  but  he  is  now  on 
the  way  to  complete  recovery.

*^'e  had  not  been  long  in  the  front 
line  before  the  Prussians  decided  to 
treat  us  to  an  offensive  movement.  Our 
officers  knew  their  Intentions  and  got 
busy.  Our  artillery  poured  shells,  and 
wa  kept  up  a  continuous  Bre  from  the 
trenches  as  the  action  commenced.  It 
continued  four  hours.  Then  the  Gcr- 
mana  found  there  was  nothing  doing, 
and  the  offensive  movement  collapsed, 
becauae  we  forestalled  them. 

"The  Qermans  vary  rifle  fire  occasion- 
ally with  flattery  and  Jolly  us  a  bit 
'Some  lighters,  you  Canadians!'  they 
shouted. 

"They  like  our  dietary  table  better 
than  they  do  us,  and  we  have  been  rath- 
er concerned  for  the  reputation  of  the 
German  aauaage  after  the  way  the  Ger- 
mans appealed  for  our  bully  beef.  'Can- 
adians, throw  tvi  across  a  tin  of  bully,' 
they  shouted  one  day  recently,  'and  we 
will  let  you  have  these  trenches  next 
month.'  We  liad  orders,  though,  to  stop 
feeding  Germans. 

"As  to  spying,  there  Is  plenty.  Have 
you   heard  of  clothes-line  telegraphy? 

"At  one  place  where  we  had  billets 
there  was  a  house  where  they  seemed  | 
to  do  an  awful  lot  of  washing.  Obaer-  ; 
vation  showed  us  that  when  there  were 
many  troops  there  were  many  clothes 
to  dry,  when  few  troops  very  little 
washing.  This  laundry  was  a  signalling 
station  to  the  enemy,  who  understood 
the  code."

Nov.  16.— A  fairly  large 
party  of  wounded  men  from  the  Second 
Canadian  Division  reached  hospitals  at 
Cliveden  this  week-end,  along  witfi^  a 
certain   number  of  sick  cases. 

"AH  the  boys  are  Just  fine,"  said  a 
man  from  I'rcston,  Ont,,  to  the  corre- 
spondent. "Our  battalion  has  been  tak- 
ing its  turn  recently  In  trenches  not 
forty  yards  distant  from  the  Germans. 
We  had  been  warned  to  keep  quiet  about

OTTAWA.  Nov.  1«. — It  is  undecstood 
that  the  negotiations  between  Sir  Rob- 
ert Borden  and  Sir  Wilfrid  L«urler  for 
an  extension  of  the  life  of  Parliament 
have  so  far  been  unsuccessful,  and  that 
they  have  been  unable  to  reach  an 
agreement.  The  replies  of  the  opposi- 
tion leader  to  the  proposals  of  the  Pre- 
mier have  been  unsatisfactory,  and  the 
present  outlook  is  that  Parliament  will 
be  called  without  any  agreement  having 
been   reached. 

Evidence  Is  accumulating  that  the 
Liberals  are  playing  for  time  and  have 
no  intention  of  coming  to  an  agreement 
or  reaching  a  decision  until  the  bill  is 
introduced  in  the  House.  If  they  find 
that  they  can  risk  taking  the  responsi- 
bility before  the  country,  or  can  suc- 
ceed in  shifting  responsibility,  they  wilf 
oppose  the  extension  bill,  and  will,,  with 
the  use  of  their  majority  in  the  Senate, 
kill  the  measure.  As  for  the  Govern- 
ment, it  is  viewing  the  situation  with 
equanamity.  If  the  Liberals  refuse  to 
agree  to  an  extension  of  Parliament,  the 
Government  will  proceed  to  introduce  a 
bill  based  on  what  the  British  House 
proposes  to  do.  If  it  is  rejected,  then 
there  can  be  only  one  issue — an  appeal 
to  the  country.  This  will  be  done,  and 
with  the  utmost  confidence  that  the 
country  will  approve  of  the  vigorous 
and  aggressive  war  policy  of  the  ad- 
ministration. 

However,  the  Government  Is  con- 
vinced that  the  Liberals  will  find  the 
feeling  too  strong  agalnat  them,  espe- 
cially In  the  rank  and  file  of  their  own 
party,  to  dare  venture  the  responsibility 
of  forcing  the  Government  to  go  to  the 
country.  Whatever  happens,  the  present 
outlook  is  for-an  interesting  and  excit- 
ing session.

OTTAWA.  Xov.  IS.— Jack  Munro, 
former  mayor  of  Klk  Lake,  priJie-flglit- 
er,  miner  and  prospector,  who  was 
wounded  at  the  front  with  the  Princess 
Patricias,  was  not  paralyzed,  as  had 
been  reported  by  wounaed  Canadians  re- 
turning from  the  front.  He  is  now  In 
the  Netley  hospital,  and  this  Is  the  way 
in  which  he  describes  the  nature  of  his 
wound  in  a  letter  to  nn  Ottawa  friend: 

"My  right  arm  has  what  Is  known  as 
aneurism,  caused  by  the  subclavian 
artery  being  cut  and  spread  over.  They 
removed  this  aneurism  In  an  operation 
and  cstablLihed  a  collateral  circulation. 
This  is  one  of  the  biggest  things  known 
In  surgery.  I  was  under  rthcr  from 
8:30  a.m.  till  <:30  p.m.  Another  opera- 
tion will  likely  put  my  arm  all  right" 

Jack  explains  that  he  cannot  write 
yet,  so  he  has  a  boy  come  over  once  in 
a  while  from  Southampton  to  write  his

QUKBUC,  Nov.  16. — Two  soldiers  of 
the  King  sat  and  talked  of  war.  Each 
had  seen  the  present  war  as  a  member 
of  a  command  which  has  brought  honor 
to  Canada,  for  one  wore  the  tiny  badge 
of  the  original  Princess  Patricia  Regi- 
ment and  the  other  had  been  one  of  the 
"Little  Rlack  Devils"  whose  exploits  at 
Ypres  had  been  a  confirmation  of  their 
christening  to  the  title.  Both  had  seen 
something  of  war  before  participating 
in  the  present  unpleasantness.  The 
man  from  the  Princess  Pats  had  done 
his  bit  in  Houth  Africa.  So  had  his 
friend  from  Winnipeg,  and  In  addition 
he  had  served  elaewhere  with  the 
British  army  for  twelve  years,  had 
spent  four  years  in  the  United  Stales 
navy  and  (as  he  expressed  It)  "hsMl 
some  fun"  during  a  revolution  in  San 
Domingo. 

Singly  and  together,  they  attempted 
to  state  in  simple  terms  the  points  of 
difCerencc  between  warfare  as  it  Is 
waged  today  and  the  other  wars  in 
which  they  had  borne  a  part. 
■oUUer  of  Yortnae 

"I  am  what  is  known  as  a  soldier  of 
fortune,"  said  Private  Cary.  "Wherever 
there  was  trouble  and  I  could  get  into 
It.  the  attraction  was  as  certain  for  me 
as  if  I  had  been  steel  to  a  magnet.  I 
thought  1  knew  all  about  fighting  when 
I  beat  it  over  from  the  States  to  get 
into  thin  war  with  what  I  had  been 
told  was  a  regiment  of  real  fighters. 
Hut  I  learned  more  in  a  month  In  fight- 
ing the  Germans  than  I  had  known  in 
a  pretty  busy  lifetime  up  to  the  day  1 
landed  In  France.  I  heard  an  officer  say 
something  once  about  this  ^ being  the 
concentrated  essence  of  all  war.  I  did 
not  get  him  properly  at  the  moment 
but  the  more  I  have  thought  this  over 
the  more  1  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  he  was  exactly  right.  It  ia  tiie 
concentrated  essence  of  fighting,  with 
all  the  agencies  of  modem  science  em- 
ployed'; on  the  other  hand/  it  is  the 
triple  extract  of  a  brutality  which  we 
had  begun  to  think  had  been  almost 
eradicated  by  science  itself.  I  belonged 
-to  sn  outfit  which  docs  not  have  to  be 
praised   by  me. 

"In  spite  of  those  awful  days  at 
Yprea  and  after,  there  are  only  forty 
members  of  the  8th  Battalion,  wounded 
or  not  prlHonera  of  war.  If  the  boys 
had  to  die,  they  died,  but  even  of  the 
forty,  few  were  taken  who  were  abl>.' 
to  raise  ^an  arm.  I  merely  speak  of 
what  they  did,  because,  as  one  of  them 
It  Is  the  horrc^  of  a  gigantic  shambles 
as  I  look  back  at  It  Uttle  things  im- 
press the  big  things  on  a  fellow,  and 
before  me  pass  a  queer  nightmare  suc- 
cesaion  of  anrelated  pictures  and  half 
remembrances  of  Jumbled  impressions 
I  received  at  tha  time.  Of  the  hun- 
dreds of  Germans  directly  in  front  of 
Bie,  I  see  one  big  fat  fellow  aiming.  I 
get  him.  and  he  jumps  like  a  big  jack 
rabbit  performing  in  a  pantomime.

Utit  however  true  these  tliingn  may 
have  been  of  the  Motherland,  pho  In 
aw«J(e  now,  fully,  strongly,  keenly 
awaHe  to  the  sense  of  her  enormotia 
reHponslbilltlea.  Travellers  In  Great 
Urllain. today  Mnd  miich  to  marvel  at  In 
the  drastic  measures  adopted  by  th« 
people,  parllcjlarly  those  who  aeetned 
soundettt  asleep,  to  meet  present  condi- 
tions. Tho  moat  conservative  folk  in 
the  worid.  they  have  turned  the  whole 
course  Of  their  Uvea  upside  down,  the 
whole  fabric  of  their  house*  ln.<<lde 
out.  In  order  that  the  enormous  de- 
mands  of  thfe  war  may  bo  fllled.  There 
la  nothing'  too  difficult  for  them  to 
undertake,  no  sacrifice  too  great  for 
them  to'  Make  in  order  that  success 
may  conoie -tb  the  arms  of  the  Allies. 

In  n<|thin|p;  Is  thIa  more  noticeable 
than  in  tbe  present  thrlf tiness  of  the 
people.  XlUUe  while  ago  and  l-'ngllsl\ 
people  haVt'the  naino  of  being  the  moat 
extravagant  In  the  world,  with  their 
Ainerlcgh  cousins  running  a  neck  and 
neck  race  with  them.  Kut  since  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  gave  hla 
warning  that  it  waa  the  duty  of  the 
citizena  of  the  country  to  save,  that 
extravagance  was  a  crime  against  the 
nation  and  that  economy,  parsimony 
even,  had  become  tlie  highest  of  na- 
tional virtues,  bis  words  have  had  an 
effect  that  haa  been  far-reaching.  They 
started  a  campaign  against  extrava- 
gance, which  In  ita  results  has  meant 
a  saving  that  cannot  bo  estimated,  but 
much  of  which  Is  evidenced  by  the 
war  loan  In  which  nearly  three  million 
invealors  have  taken  shares.  The  sol- 
fliers  and  the  sailora  have  responded  us 
well  aa  the  clllscna  at  home,  and  have 
vstabllalied  savings  lianks.  Wo  arc 
told  that  tlie  bluejackets  alone  have 
laid  aalde  mofc  than  four  million 
pounds  since  }he   war  atarted. 

The  Conservation  managern  wlio  had 
undertaken  to  Instruct  the  people  how 
to  aare,  have  had  detlntte  plans  ar- 
ranged from  the  beginning.  Tite  edu- 
cational brigade  took  up  as  its  first 
work-  the  inatructlon  of  housewives.  To 
th«m  an  appeal  waa  made,  and  the  fol- 
lowing waa  printed  on  postrra  and  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  length  and 
breadth  ot  the  kingdom: 

Have  the  food  of  the  nation.  Ton 
«'.an  all  help  your  country  In  thia  hour 
of  need.  J^  one  la  too  rlrh  or  ti>o 
poor  to  help.  Yon  are  asked  m  sam 
feed  ao  that  thoae  who  are  destitute 
through  tho  war  may  be  fed.

People  In  this  community  have  a 
habit  of  forgetting  things  that  arc  ob- 
vious. Mr.  Itober.t  Rogers,  In  his  Col- 
onist Interview,  reminded  ua  of  two  of 
ihem.  One  waa  that  the  importance  ot 
JiMfiuimalt  aa  a  naval  atation  haa  been 
demonstrated  by  the  present  war,  and  the 
oihfr  waa  that  much  wheat  will  here- 
after bn  ahipped  from  the  Pacific  Coast 
of  Canada.  We  all  know  these  things 
liffore.  but  In  our  dally  life  wc  forget 
them.  '  We  have  heard  It  aald  that  If 
only  a  small  sum  uf  money  were  spent 
on  the  new  drydock,  the  people  would 
know  what  to  expect.  But  ought  they 
not'  to  know  what  to  .  expect  without 
any  such  demonstration?  Tt  Is  aa  obvi- 
ous aa  anything  can  bo  that  lOsquimalt 
must  become  a  great  naval  station. 
The  I'aclfic  Ocean  la  certain  to  be  the 
Btem^i  of  yiitif  rf«at  .activity,  •  and  If 
Ahc  British.  Kmpire  is  to  bo  maintained, 
and  if  British  naval  supremacy  la  to 
continue,  Esquimau  must  bo  a  naval 
headquartera  of  the  first  class.  Whether 
a  few  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars 
arc  spent  next  year  or  not  will  not 
alter  in  the  slightest  degree  this  dbvlous 
fact. 

So.  likewise,  in  regard  to  tho  export 
of    wheat.      Tho    grain    of    the   Prairies 

'a 

must,  to  a  very  considerable  extent, 
come  this  way.  Wo  all  know  this,  but 
somehow  or  other,  it  seems  to  be  necea- 
enry  for  someone  from  afar  to  come 
.hero  and  tell  ua.  If  aome  optlmlatlc 
person  auggeata  that  the  people  of  thla 
community  ought  to  get  ready  to  take 
advantage  of  thia  very  obvloua  fact,  he 
is  regarded  aa  If  he  were  directing  at- 
tention to  aome  dream  be  may  have 
had. 

Another  obvious  thing  about  which 
the  Minister  of  Public  Works  apoke  is 
the  necessity  of  aetting  on  foot  indus- 
tries that  will  tako  the  place  of  the 
war  contracta  and  aupply  work  to  re- 
turning soldiers.  Nevertheless,  wo  go 
on  from  day  to  day  as  though  this  ne- 
cessity were  non-existent.  Perhaps  wo 
aro  all  waiting  on  the  Government.  Wc 
have  a  habit  In  many  parte  of  Canada  of 
waiting  on  governments.  We  are  all  too 
prone  'to  apend  our  time  watching  for 
sonic  god  to  come  out  of  tho  machine. 
It  la  perfectly  obvious  that  the  people 
will  have  to  solve  these  problems  in 
the  end,  and  yet  we  act  as  though  that 
Were  nut  the  case,  and  as  If  somebody 
somewhere  bad  only  to  press  the  but- 
ton and  the  country  would  be  all  of  a 
quiver   with   prosperity. 


Early  last  Hprlng  a  muveniei\t  was  in- 
augurated by  tho  Board  of  Agriculture 
to  increase  the  food  production  In  ICng- 
land.  Wales.  Scotland  and  Ireland.  Vast 
tracts  of  land  which  have  heretofore 
lain  id)e  are  now  to  he  restored  to  cul- 
tivation, and  an  educational  campaign 
ia  to  be  undertaken  whereby  all  farmers 
are  to  be  taught  what  science  can  allow 
them  In  connection  with  intelligent 
tillage,  drainage  and  Irrigation.  Al- 
ready the  results  of  tlila  work  are  be- 
ginning to  show.  This  year  363,000  ad- 
ditional acrea  have  'been  planted  In 
wheat  and  150,000  in  oats.  Tliiw,  In 
view  of  the  great  labor  shortage,  ia  re- 
markable. Not  only,  we  are  told,  are 
Ibe  farmers  and  courlry  pcopie 
themselves  taught  this  science  of 
agrl<iilturc,  hnl  even  thu  little 
East  End  gamins  of  Liondon  aro 
bring  shown  A-h.it  can  be  made  to  kpow 
In  tho  small  bare  palclu^  of  earth  to  bo 
found  In  their  nelghborhooilH.  Who  can 
tell  what  tho  cfTei  t  of  tlila  teaching  miiy

VETERA^^  OF  WM 

RETi.NS  mi  mm 


Pte.  Frank  Carter,  of  Princess 
Patricias,  Took  Part  in 
Many  Actions — Was  Seri- 
ously Wounded. 


A  Boor  war  veteran  and  a  participant 
in  nearly  all  the  Important  actions  on 
the  British  iront  during  the  present 
year,  returned  to  Victoria  yesterday  In 
the  person  of  Pte.  Frank  Carter,  who 
left  here  ii  year  ago  with  the  reinforce- 
•ments  draft  for  the  Princess  Patricias 
Light  Infantry.  Pte.  Carter,  during  his 
lengthy  sojourn  on  the  flrtng-llne 
underwent  Inniinierable  e.xcitln?  adven- 
tures and  bears  the  scars  of  bnttle  on 
several   parts  of  his  person. 

He  waa  wounded  at  Featubert  durlns; 
the  famuus  •■barge  there  Inst  May.  Ho 
was  hit  by  two  frngments  of  shell'  in 
tlie  groin  and  a  piece  of  .'bone  had  to 
be  removed.  Part  of  Ills  left  foot  wa.i 
badly  shattered  and  hi.s  left  eye  is  also 
injured,  and  doubt  Is  'expressed  ns  tu 
whether  lie  vlU  ever  regain  the  full 
use  of  It.  He  was  also  very  severely 
gassed  and  his  lungs  were  afTected.  He 
has  by  no  nieuns  yet  recovered  from 
this  latter  disability  and  his  harrowing 
experiences  have  put  his  nervous  sys- 
tem tcrnpurarily  out  of  order,  so  that 
he  has'  to  .ivold  a?iy  kind  of  excite- 
ment and  seok  seclusion  and  quietude 
aa   much    as    possllile. 

The  same  >:hei;  which  hit  hlin  killed 
his  brother,  George  Carter,  J'te.  K.imr 
Tord,  of  Coombs,  and  I'te.  Arthur  Mul- 
llns,  of  Nanjiiiio.  The  fatal  projectile 
was  one  of  tlie  largc^<t  used  by  the 
eiiomy  and  was  nearly  four  fee*,  long, 
with  a  diameter  of  twelve  Inches  Ji 
was  filled  with  nails,  brass  and  bltM 
of  scrap  Iron;  this  Hignifylng  that  the 
reports  about  the  enemy  Iming  forced 
to  use  odds  and  ends  In  the  maniifac- 
trtje  of  munitions  are  undoubtedly  true. 
Pte.  Andrew  Wilson,  of  Nnnaimo. 
was  wounded  during  the  same  action. 
and  Pte.  Carter  rclntcs  how  this  sol- 
dier wis  favored  with  a  iinlnue  adven- 
ture. Pte.  Wilson  was  carrying  a 
mouth  organ  in  M»  side  pocket  when 
he  was  htt  by  a  bullet.  The  bullet 
grased  .the  reeds  of  the  Instrumenf 
and  glanced  off.  It  wa.t,  therefore, 
through  (lie  agency  of  a  nioutli  organ, 
made  In  Germany,  that  he  escaped 
serious  bodily  harm.  Pte.  AVllson.  on 
his  return  from  the  front,  was  oftereil 
the  sum  of  £200  for  the  mouth  organ, 
but  he  refused  to  part  with  It. 
▼aUriuM  AllI 
He  was  In  moi'e  than  one  bayonet 
charge  and  he  says  that  in  such  Jlght- 
Ing  nil  the  savnge  instincts  of  a  sol- 
dier are  aroused.'  Before  the  charges 
were  ordered  the  yournr  soldiers,  with- 
out previous  servlc-e.  were  often  ner- 
vous and  excited,  almost  uncAntroIlable. 
It  was  necessary  to  cheer  them  up  with 


music  and  stories.  During  the  charg- 
es, however,  all  behaved  like  veterans 
and  found  little  difficulty  In  making  the 
Germans   run. 

The  old  metiiod  adopted  by  the  enemy 
in  making  night  attacks  has  been 
changed,  according  to  Pte.  Carter. 
During  the  opening  stages  of  the  war 
the  attacks  were  preceded  by  terrific 
shell  (Ire  and  the  use  of  flashlights. 
These  actions  soon  became  a  signal  to 
the  British,  who  made  preparattona  for 
the  rush  and  held  their  bayonets  just 
above  the  edge-  of  the  rampart.  When 
-the  uwsuapeeting  enemy  crept  over  the 
trenches  they  a-ere  immedlaU'^ly  pierced 
and  very  few  survived  the  charge.  The 
Germans  are  adopting  less  drastic 
methods  and  are  content  to  wait  until 
they,    themselves,    are    attack«d. 

Pte.  Carter  went  with  the  Victoria 
volunteers  to  tht  South  African  War 
and,  after  his  return,  was  for  some 
time  a  member  of  No.  t  Fire  Hall.  In 
recent  years  he  acted  as  fireman  on 
the  F.  &  X.  Railway.  HIa  home  la  In 
Nanalmu,  where  ho  will  return  in  a 
few  da,ys,  but  he  has  many  friends  In 
Victoria,  who  will  t>e  glad  to  hear  that 
he  Is  rapidly  on  the  "way  towards  re- 
covery, despite  the  seriousness  of  his 
injuries.  He  expects  to  be  able  to  ac- 
cept gpme  kind  of  employment  within 
seven   or   eight    months'    time.

In  view  of  the  recent  opportunitiea 
nflorded  for  the  unemployed  to  secure 
work  either  through  going  to  the  Old 
Country  a.««  workers  on  munitions  or  as 
miners,  or  to  the  harveat  fields,  the 
lists  as*  maintained  at  the  Municipal 
J-lmployment  Bureau  have  become  prac- 
tically useless,  and  In  consequence,  the 
bureau  committee,  at  a  meeting  held 
yesterday  morning,  instructed  the  su- 
perintendent of  the  bureau,  Mr;  !(^;eorge 
Glover,  to  can5\f^l  the! present  lists  and 
prepare  new  ones;  With  this  object  m 
view,  advertisements  will  l>e  inserted  in 
the  press  calling  upon  all  imemployeil 
to  again  appear  at  the  bureau  and  reg- 
ister  their   names. 

.Mr,  Glover  submitted  statistics  of 
the  bureau  for  tho  months  of  August. 
September,  and  October.  The  to^l 
registration  of  men  at  the  end  of  each 
month  was  2.6:i9.  2,840.  and  2,885,  re- 
spectively. In  August-,  -191  men  secureil 
work;  in  Hepientber,  .1,11;  and  in  Oc- 
tober, 78.  In  many  cases,  person* 
whoae  names  were  on  the  list  secured 
work  without  reporting  the  fact  to  tho 
burei^u,  so  thnt  the  total  number  of 
thoae  se<-uring  work  was  considerabl.v 
larger  than  the  above  figures  would 
indicate.  At  the  end  of  October,  reg- 
istrations by  women  totaled  415.  in 
August,  Bppllcationa  for  work  from  wo- 
n>en  numbered  96;  In  Heptembcr,  IT.'J, 
and  in  October,  41.  In  the  same  months 
those  securing  wor4c  through  the  bu- 
reau numbered  25,  permanent,  and  40 
day  workers  in  August;  80  permanent 
and  59  day  workers  in  Septeml>er,  and 
4«  permanent  and  31  day  workers  in 
October.

In  the  Cuunly  Court  .  yeaten^ay  Mr. 
G.  II.  Barnard,  .M. I'.,  made  application,  In 
tlie  form  of  an  Interpleader  action  as 
between  Mr.  C.  K.  McDonald,  one  of  tlie 
contractora  for  outer  harbor  dredglns, 
and  Mr.  Oordon  K.  Mallory,  who  was 
iiiiperlntcndcnt  for  Mr.  McDonald  at  one 
time.  In  an  affidavit  Mr.  Barnard 
pointed  out  that  he  wan  In  posseaBloa 
of  certain  documentn  which,  he  expect- 
ed, would  be  demanded  by  both  parties, 
he,  possibly,  being  made  the  defendant 
on  both  aides.  He  asked  the  court  to 
decide   to   whom   they   belonged. 

Mr.  Harold  U.  Kobertson,  for  Mr, 
Barnard,  explained  that  Mr.  McDonald 
had  not  been  served  and  asked  for  a 
week's  adjournment  to  permit  it.  Mr. 
H.  C.  Hall,  actlnff  for  Mr.  Mallory, 
H  tat  oil  that  he  was  prepared  to  proceed. 
He  did  not  know  that  Mr.  narnard's  In- 
terpleader illaclosed  any  right  for  an 
Interpleader.  He  said  that  he  had  ap- 
plied for  a  view  of  tlte  documents  and 
been  refused,  and  he  sought  an  order 
forcing  Mr.  Barnard  to  produce.  He  did 
not  know  what  documents  there  were. 
>9ome  niiglit  be  Mr.  Mullory's  and  others 
Mr.    McDonald's. 

Answering  Judge  L^impnian,  It  was 
stated  by  Mr.  liobertson  that  the  docu- 
ments were  held  by  Mr.  daraard  and 
that  he  wus  prepared  to  ilo  anything 
the  court  directed  but,  without  such 
discretion,  nothing  would  be  done.  They 
were  in  a  packet  hiinded  to  Mr.  Barnard 
by  Air.  Mallory.  The  latter  now  want- 
ed It  back  and.  Mr.  McDonald  said  that 
It  belonged  to  lilm.  He  maintained  that 
the  matter  should  not  lie  decided  In  Mr. 
.McDonald's  absence. 

It  was  asserted  by  Mr.  Hall  that 
there  were  things  ,ln  the  papers  whicfi. 
It  was  alleged,  would  show  grave  fraud 
upon  the  l>omlnlon  Government.  Any 
suggestion  that  they  had  come  Im- 
properly Into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Mallory 
mould  apply  to  Mi*.  Barnurd,  who  now 
had  them,  with  equal  force.  He  added 
that,  wltliln  half  an  hour  after  they  left 
the  office  they  wcpo  In  Mr.  Barnard'a 
liandH,  and  Mr.  Mallory  was  only  anx- 
ious that  they  should  be  available  for 
the  holding  uf  an  Investigation. 

Mr.  KoberlMon  emphatically  declared 
that  tlie  Inferences  with  respect  to  Mr.

About    $12,- 
000    had    been    received    from    the    sale 
of    stock    before     the   end    of    January, 
1908,   and    only    |500    had    l>een    paid   on 
the     Richardson    which    had     been     met 
by       the       Company.        He       had       not 
credited  the  shareholders  who  had  sub- 
scribed until  April  13,  190S,  and  not  un- 
til  the   following  August  did  he  charge 
himaelf  with  the  amount  of   these  sub- 
scriptions.     It     was   admitted     that     no 
books    had    been     kept     for    the    South 
Wellington  in  1907  and  no  regular  books 
had    been    opened    until    January,   1»0». 
This,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  he  had 
requested    the    agent    to    aell    sharaa   to 
pay  for  the  Richardson  property  for  the 
company  led,  Mr.  Taylor  declared,  to  the 
assumption   that  he  had   used    the  com- 
pany's   money   in    purchaaing    the    Rich- 
ardson   property    and    was    not    entitled 
to   retain   that   property   for   himself   as 
against  the  company,  but  must  account 
for    the   sale  price   of    that   property    to 
the  company.     In  further  support  of  his 
contention  counsel  pointed  out  that  Mr.

For  a  considerable  period  past  the 
otticlals  of  the  Haanlrh  Intcrurb-n  line 
and  patrons  have  suffered  annoyance 
and  Inconvenience  through  the  wilful 
damage  of  the  lighting  fttcilitlcs  at  thti 
twenty-three  KniaU  station  houses  which 
the  company  maintains  ajong  the  route 
lor  the  convenience  of  Paaaengers.  The 
lights  and  windows  have  been  smasherl 
to  atoms,  the  Interior  defaced  and  filth 
deposited  with  a  spirit  of  vandalism 
happily   rare  In  this  community. 

Latterly,  the  offenders  have  launched 
a  new  attack  against  the  property  of 
the  company.  Twice  within  the  last 
six  weeks,  the  lights  malntalnea  as 
signals  at  crossings  and  switchea  have 
been  destroyed.  In  the  first  Instancy 
the  signal  lamp,  which,  by  the  way.  Is 
a  costly  piece  of  mechanism,  was  shat- 
tered by  a  shotgun.  In  the  latest  ease, 
the  miscreant  used  a  rifle.  While  the 
property  lose  to  the  company  Is  consid- 
erable, the  worst  of  these  Inatanrea  la 
that  the  train  crews  are  placed  In  dan- 
ger as  are  also  the  traveling  public. 

The  offence  of  destroying  such  prop- 
erty of  a  railway  comiMny  as  signal 
lamps  carries  with  It,  according  to  the 
criminal  code,  a  maximum  penalty  of 
twenty  years  imprisonment.  The  com- 
pany Intends  to  spare  no  pains  to  i>rlng 
the  offenders  to  the  bar  of  Justice.

Mrs.  Langstaft,  who  was  refused  per- 
mission by  :he  Bar  Asaociatton  to  try 
the  law  examination  last  year  in  Que- 
bec, took  action  for  a  writ  of  mandar 
mila  to  compel  the  Association  to  ad- 
mit her.  This  has  been  refused,  and 
until  tiie  law  is  changed  no  woman 
may    practice    law    in    the   province. 

The  Toronto  Globe  describes  ^the 
struggle  for  admission  to  the  Ontfrio 
bar  of  Clara  Brett  Martin  in  the  fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

"In  Ontario  Clara  Brett  Martin  bad 
a  wearying  and  protracted  struggle  to 
obtain  permission  to  qualify  for  and 
engage  in  the  practice  of  law.  It  waa 
not  until  Sir  Olivar  Mowat  threatened 
the  profession  with  compulsory  legis- 
lation that  the  privilege  waa  accorded 
to  women.  Even  then  there  was  a 
concerted  move  to  exclude  women  by 
the  action  of  individual  barristers.  A 
part  of  the  obstacle  race  to  the  pro- 
fession Is  the  serving  as  articled  cleric 
to  a  barrister.  An  effort  was  made  to 
have  every  barrister  in  Ontario  refuse 
to  accept  Miss  Martin  as  an  articlod 
clerk.  The  late  S.  II.  Blake  refused  to 
Join  the  boycott,  and  accepted  Miss 
Martin.  Part  of  her  course  was  serv- 
ed with  the  law  firm  of  Sir  William 
Mulock." 

It  Is  some  years  since  a  lady  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  df  this  Province, 
BO  that  if  a  woman  has  the  courage 
and  persistence  of  Toronto's  flrst  wo- 
man lawyer,  and  has  tlie  ability  to 
pass  the  law  examinations,  she  may 
And  a  place  in  British  Columbia  for 
her   talents   in   t)ie   profession  of  law. 


A  Saaotnarx. 

Already  many  birds  Winder  in  the 
woods  and  groves  of  the  l^aanlch  pe- 
ninsula tvliich  In  more  severe  climates 
migrate  to  bouthern  countries.  Could 
not  the  numiier  l>e  increased  if  paths 
were  taken  to  provide  them  with  food 
during  the  occasional  cold  spells.  This 
has  been  done  where  the  climate  is 
more    s«^'erc    than    it    is    near    Victoria. 

Mrs.  Mabel  Osgood  Knight  is  the 
superintendent  of  a  refuge  for  birds 
near  Bridgeport.  Connecticut.  A  grove 
some  ten  acres  In  extent  has  been 
surrounded  by  a  cat-proof  fence.  Many 
berry  bearing  trees  attract  the  little 
songster,  and  a  stream  of  running 
water  run;*  through  the  place.  Besides 
this  basins  have  been  hollowed  out  in 
the  rocks  and  are  iiept  full.  Attached 
to  the  trees  are  bird  houses  of  many 
sixes,  and  nestln.:;  places  fur  ground- 
loving  birds  arc  provided.  When  the 
ground  is  frozen  and  the  berries  and 
Insects  gone,  suet  Is  fastened  to  the 
branches  and'  food  scattered  in  shel- 
tered places.  In  these  ways  the  wild 
birda  are  tempted  to  remain  without 
losing  their  freedom.  In  the  nesting 
aeason  the  public  Is  not  allowed  to 
enter  the  encloaure. 

Would  it  be  possible  in  one  of  our 
parka  to  try  a  similar  experiment?  Tha 
birds  that  would  l>reed  in  our  .4;ardens 
have  mortal  enemiaa  io  the  domeatic 
cat,  and,  if  reports  are  true,  in  the 
KngUsh  sparrow.  We  are  told  that  our 
orcharda  could  not  have  better  protee- 
ors  than  the  song  birds.  It  might  Ims 
worth  while,  even  from  that  point  of 
view,  to  make  them  welcome.

The  steamer  Prince  Rupert,  Cap- 
tain Duncan  McKensle,  from  Juno  8  to 
October  SO,  made  thirty  round  trips  be- 
tween Seattle,  Victoria,  Vancouver,  and 
Prince  Rupert,  the  mileage  logging  at 
X6,0«0  miles.  She  also  made  eleven 
round  trips  to  Anyox,  with  a  mlleagu 
of  15.818  miles,  the  total  checking  up 
at  40,898  miles. 

The  steamer  Prince  C^eorge,  Captain 
D.  Donald,  made  thirty  round  trips  be- 
tween Seattle,  Vletorla.  Vancouver  and 
I'rince  Rupert,  with  a  total  of  25,080 
miles,  and  ten  round  trips  to  Oranby 
Bay  and  Anyox.  totaling  14.380  miles. 
The  total  mileage  of  the  Prince  George 
between  June  10  and  November  2,  Is 
40,840    mllen. 

The  time  taken  In  running  included 
si]  .manoeuvring  from  wharf  to  whan 
and  care  taken  In  harbors;  also  slowing 
down  In  fog.

BASEBALL  PLAYERS 

TAKE  SJEVEN  MILLIONS 

NKW  VORK.  Nov.  II.— When  It  was 
realized  that  the  major  and  minor 
leagues  paid  out  for  players  alone  a 
little  more  than  16.000,000  in  the  sea- 
son Just  end>>d.  the  financial  difflculties 
of  a  Summer  beset  with  po^r  attend- 
ance can  be  understood.  And  this  does 
not  Include  ihe  Federal  League.  It  Is 
estimated  that  the  purchase  and  sal- 
aries of  players  for  those  eight  clubs 
is  In  the  nclshborhcod  of  ISOO.OOO.  This 
would  put  the  grand  toUl  of  dollars 
taken  away  by  baseball  players  In  the 
neighborhood    of    IT.OOO.OOO. 

These  flgures  were  secured  from  the 
official  report  of  Secretary  John  H 
Farrell.  of  the  National  Association  of 
Minor  League  tlubs,  combined  with  the 
unofflelal  estimates  of  men  profession- 
ally eonnectel  with   the  major   leagues 
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That  people  have  not  entirely  de- 
serted the  horse  for  the  motor  Is 
shown  by  the  horse  show  now  being 
held  in  New  Tork  City.  Prizes  aggre- 
gating 130,000  have  brought  nearly 
1.300  entries.  It  is  claimed  that  the 
total  value  of  these  horses  will  run 
over    11.000,000.

and  when  an  exhibitor  has  a  good  horse 
distance  appears  to  bo  no  object.

WINNIPEG  GRAIN  MARKET 

WIN.MPKO,  Nov.  16.— The  wheat 
market  closed  •-.,  lo  \  per  cent  lower, 
lollowlng  a  stronger  opening.  Uurlng 
the  last  hour  or  so  there  wan  a  ilrop 
of  about  Ic,  and  prices  clo.^ed  at  th<^ 
low  points  on  November  and  Ma.v.  Oats 
also  closed  weak,  the  loss  for  tho  day 
tielng  14 c  to  "riv.  the  nearby  months 
leading.  Flax,  on  the  other  hand,  closea 
IVic  to  IVie  higher,  the  advance  being 
on  December.  Winnipeg  laah  wheat 
closed  14c  to  %c  loa'er  on  contract 
grades.' 

The  wheat  market  was  strong  at  the 
start,  influenced  by  firm  cables  from 
Liverpool,  and  fair  export  bu.slncss 
overnight.  Opening  prIeeH  were  Mrc  to 
%c  higher — November.  106;  December, 
100  to  100 1,;  May,  101  to  101  h.  The 
higher  points  at  the  opening  were  not 
passed  during  the  session.  At  noon, 
fluctuations  were  -^c  to  2 lie,  the  latter 
being  on  December,  and  at  that  time 
November  was  10.'i%,  December,  !>9.^nd 
May  I03H.  Trading  was  not  heavy  in 
futures. 

Oats  opened  unrhangcd  nil  round,  and 
weakened  fractionally  on  the  nearby 
months,  while  May  advanced  a  frac- 
tion. Flax  opened  >ic  higher  to  2,  the 
last  figure  being  on  May  month,  and 
showed  comparatlcely  steady  later.  In 
oats  there  is  a  very  large  trade  being 
carried  on  for  export,  the  low  grade* 
being    those    wanted    principally. 

The  demand  for  cash  wheat  was  fair, 
and  the  premium  on  No.  1  Northern 
over  November  waa  %c.  as  against 
?Hr  in  the  early  part  of  the  day.  The 
piemium  on  cash  oats  was  \\c  ovter 
November  for  No.  S  C.  W. 

The  total  number  of  cars  Inspected 
yesterday  was  1.784.  as  against  26S  a 
>ear  ago.  In  sight  for  Inspection  to- 
iiay  were  l.«50  cars.  The  situation  at 
the  lake  front  is  practically  unchanged. 
The  Inquiry  for  space  \»  quiet,  and 
«^hlle  it  is  admitted  the  elevators  are 
filling  up  rapidly,  there  may  be  enough 
tonnage  at  any  lime  to  relieve  the 
situation.  Fi^*lght  rates  were  un- 
changed  today. 

V>hcat —  Open. 
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NEW  YORK.  Nov.  1«.— Prices  In  gen- 
eral tended  upward  today,  with  some 
substantial  gains  In  stocks  of  various 
dtscrlpttons.  Distinctive  war  shares 
figured  slightly  in  the  rise,  but  some  of 
the  largest  advances  were  scored  by 
stocks  of  companies  which  are  indirect- 
ly profiting  by  the  war.  Included  in 
this  were  Mercantile  Marine  preferred, 
which  rose  14  points  to  a  new  high  at 
136,  and  the  coppers,  owing  to  another 
advance  being  reported  In  the  pric«  of 
the  refined  metal.  The  further  im" 
provement  in  marine  shares  waa  partly 
attributed  to  the  tielief  that  an  under- 
alandlng  had  been  reached  between  the 
oppoi«ing  bond  and  stockholders.  Cop- 
pers aa  ^  whole  constituted  the  main- 
stay of  the  market.  New  maximums 
were  registered  by  Anaconda.  Utah.  Uug 
genheim  Exploration  and  Chino.  Amer- 
ican Wool,  United  States  Industrial  Al- 
cohol, and  the  oil  issues,  were  among 
the   other   outstanding   stocks. 

United  States  Steel  was  compara- 
tively obscured  by  the  metal  shares,  and 
was  again  under  pressure,  from  which 
it  relaxed  slightly  in  tiie  later  deal- 
ings. Bethlehem  Hteel  was  quoted  only 
flt  rare  Intervals,  but  closed  at  4&8'l«.

Railways  were  Irregular  at  the  outset, 
but  soon  Improved  on  the  2  point  ad- 
vance In  Union  Pacific.

Dr.  Toung  anticipates  that  nomina- 
tions for  the  personnel-  of  the  committee 
should  reach  him  in  the  course  of  a  very 
few  days,  when  a  meeting  will  be  sum-

There  will  be  a  first  class  CouncU 
chamber,  aa  well  aa  larger  quarters  for 
the  various  departments,  which  are  ab- 
solutely essential  for  the  proper  hand- 
ling of  the  largely  Increased  volume  of 
business.  NotbiD«  was  done  with  re- 
gard to  the  problem  of  securing  an  ade- 
quate heating   systeho. 

With  regard  to  the  pavement  work, 
it  was  announced  by  the  engineer  that 
it  bad  been  stopped,  and  that  nothing 
further  would  !>•  dona  by  the  Warren 
Construction  Company  this  year.  Doug- 
las Street  had  been  finished  from  the 
city  limits  to  Cloverdale  Avenue,  and 
from  Ardester  Road  to  the  Saanlch 
r.oad.  There  was  .a  apace  between 
Cloverdale  Avenue  and  Ardester  Road 
In  bad  shape,  and  it  was  to  be  macad- 
amized for  Winter  service.

As  a  result  of  the  revision  of  the 
voters'  list  for  the  electoral  district  of 
Victoria  Qty  and  Esquimau  completed 
yesterday  afternoon  before  Mr.  Harvey 
Coombe,  registrar  of  voters,  a  total  of 
15,4S3  names  were  passed  for  the  city 
list.  Mr.  W,  H.  price  represented  the 
Conservative  party  and  Messrs.  K.  P. 
Kaye  and   W.   G.   Hall,    tlie   Liberals. 

There  were  1,005  applications  made 
to  have  names  placed  upon  the  list,  of 
which  86!>  were  allowed,  the  remainder 
being  duplications  or  already  on  the  list. 
The  additions,  by  wards,  were  as  fol- 
lows: Ward  1,  13»;  Ward  2,  177; 
Ward  3,  182;  Ward  i.  115,  and  Ward  5, 
252.  Objections  to  the  number  of  157 
were  filed,  of  which -143  were  allowed 
and  14  disallowed.  There  were  also  a 
large  number  of  objections  entered  by 
Mr.  J.  D.  Taylor,  but  as  the  legal  re- 
quirements had  not  been  observed  they 
were  not  allowed.  The  bulk  of  the 
duplicates  struck  off  were  names  put 
forward  by  the  Liberal  agents.  The 
names  of  C7  men  who  have  died  since 
tbe  last  revision  were  atruck  off  by  the 
registrar.

Is 
Uiider  arrest  on  a  charge  of  attempted 
murder  as  a  result  of  a  stabbing  affray 
which  occurred  at  &<•  Cordova  Street 
East,  this  evening.  Detective  Oerald 
Scalllon,  who  Investigated  the  affray, 
received  a  bsdiy  lacerated  hand  while 
trying  to  effect'  the  arrest  of  Smllja- 
n-.lch,  and  another  Serbian,  Mike  Uillch, 
Is  charged  with  attempting  to  murder 
the  officer.
